Knocking the props out from 
under Secretary MiHs* oft-repeated asser- 
tion that the Democratic parry was rud- 
derless and without a program, he not 
only diagnosed the ills that have been 
largely instrumental in laying the nation 
low but presented seemingly construc- 
tive, and, altogether, conservative reme- 
dies expected to materially prevent a re- 
currence of the malady. Said he: 


"Tn contrast to a complete silence on 


the part of the Republican leaders, I 
propose an orderly, explicit and prac- 
tical group of fundamental remedies. 
These mil protect not the few, but the 
great mass of average American men 
and women, who, I am not ashamed to 
repeat, have been forgotten by those 
in power." 
The governor's program, if workable, is 


of equal value to unforgotten as well as 
forgotten men, and his attempt to brave 
the condemnation he received by refer- 
ence to the "forgotten man" may evi- 
dence personal courage and political 
expediency although not much more. 


Yet the governor's remedies will appeal 


to the people. 


They include federal control of the 


stock and other markets of the country, 
with regulation of the sale of securities 
gmd commodities; Federal regulation of 
holding companies which sell securities 
in interstate commerce; more rigid super- 
vision of national banks, a separation of 
investment from commercial banking, and 
the prevention of speculation with bank 
funcs. 


All of these regulations necessarily re- 


late to national agencies and there is, and 
can be, no purpose to interfere with the 
authority of each state to control its own 
institutions and businesses that do not 
cross state lines. 


Upon their face the proposals repre- 


sent . the most pretentious program ad- 
vanced by a man in an important public 
position in order to curb in practical fash- 
ion a recurrence of the fearful orgy of 
spending and wild speculation which has 
invariably appeared as a prelude to such 
disasters as now encompass us. 


It will be noted that while President 


Hoover's program is devoted to curing 
the patient, Governor Roosevelt's is an 
attempt to immunize Mm to a further 
onset of the disease. 


Practically every feature of the pro- 


gram is a conservative one. It need 
frighten no legitimate business interest 
Rather should it assure such an interest 
that the governors conception of the 
relations of the national government to 
the various conflicting interests in the 
country is a dependable one. 


All of his recommendations concern- 


ing the rigid supervision of banks, the 
prevention 
of speculation with bank 


funds, and the separation of investment 
from commercial banking, have, at one 
time or another, been proposed by the 
most conservative banking interests in 
the country, interests which have actually 
applied those principles in the conduct of 
their own affairs. No bank that has 
applied them ever found it necessary to 
close its doors. 


Curbing these forces and reviving rigid 


bank inspection, which seemed to have 
been forgotten for some years, are prac- 
tical affairs. They can be done. They will 
be done by a government that knows its 


^ business and is watching the interests of 


all its people. The regulation of the stock 
and other markets of the country may be 
quite another question. 


These markets are essential to national 


existence as we know it. Oftimes their 
normal purposes have been perverted for 
selfish reasons, sometimes to the hurt or 
injury of millions. That we have not 
been able to curette the evils, the proud 
flesh, and still preserve all sound tissues, 
has not spoken very well for the practical 
ability of the country. 


President Hoover disclaimed in his ac- 


ceptance address, either sympathy or as- 
sociation vith these forces, the lounge 
lizards of finance, but he proposed no 
remedy to thwart them. Governor Roose- 
yelt has proposed a remedy but only in 


the sketchiest fashion. It will be inter- 
esting to know the details of bis plan 
when, as is not unlikely, he develops them 
later in the campaign. 


Most sick men are intent only upon re- 


lieving themselves of their fever. They 
promise themselves that they will not so 
act as to be laid low again. It is still 
quite a problem whether the people will 
be so much interested in the prevention 
of the disease as in its cure. 


Governor Roosevelt"s appeal was in 


this wise: 


"Let me ask you a practical question: 


If either by manipulation or as a result 
of economic law, a definite, even though 
partial improvement in industrial produc- 
tion and commodity values were to be- 
gin in the near future, would the people 
be satisfied to have a. continuance of the 
same governmental policies toward spec- 
ulation that were definitely practiced be- 
fore the crash? 


•'Would the people welcome a return of 


practices in banking, in the sale of for- 
eign securities, in the floatation of merg- 
ers, or in concealed and unsound prac- 
tice of corporate financing to which the 
nation was treated in the years prior to 
1929?" 


The answer to the governor's question 


will have a great deal to do with the elec- 
tion. If he could pin every voter to facing 
those questions and answering them, the 
logic of his position might turn the neces- 
sary majority his way. But people are 
forgetful creatures. In the face of ap- 
parent benefits, however ephemeral, they 
may forsake the more rational course. 


At least we must give Governor Roose- 


velt credit for realizing that all this talk 
about the abolition of poverty is an illu- 
sion, and expressions such as "a fairer 
distribution of wealth'1 are merely whim- 
sical fancies unless accompanied by a 
marked and persistent policy upon the 
nart of the government to assist in pre- 
serving for the people the wealth they 
create. 


The most effective way of preserving that 


wealth and a method that will preserve 
the greatest share of it, is to prevent the 
neople from being despoiled of it as well 
as forsaking governmental policies that 
devour it 


JAPANISM 


Nationalism, or the spiritual ideal of a 


nation, is expressed in various ways. Our 
own spirit of -democracy appears to us as 
worthy of emulation. Germans, before 
the war, professed a "kultur" which they 
hoped to impose upon the world for its 
betterment 
Russia has its communism 


and Italy its fascism, both professing 
spiritual as well as political ideals. 


Japan also, in the thought of many of 


her national leaders, is imbued with a 
spirit that seeks expression and applica- 
tion to present day problems even beyond 
the confines of the nation itself. 


This spirit of Japanese nationalism, 


commonly called "Japanism,** is expound- 
ed by General Sadao Araki, Japanese 
Minister of "War. Another name for it 
is "Hodo," which translated, means the 
principles of the ideal ruler — a creed 
of perfection rather than a political plan. 


General Araki interprets Japanism as 


being essentially a pacific spirit embody- 
ing the principles of justice and righteous- 
ness. Having peace as its highest ideal, 
this national spirit must be devoted to its 
attainment, even though force of arms be 
required. Anything that obstructs this 
Japanese mission for peace must be ruth- 
lessly ground under foot 


In the application of Japanism, General 


AraM interprets his nation's activities in 
Manchuria and Mongolia as guided wholly 
by this fundamental spirit of the Japanese 
Empire. "While acknowledging that these 
territories are economically inseparable 
from Japan, the Japanese, says General 
AraM, must establish their prestige in 
Manchuria and Mongolia firmly and eter- 
nally, otherwise they may forever be de- 
prived of an opportunity to extend and 
propagate the national spirit of the em- 
pire, while peace in the Far East may 
be disturbed so that the very existence of 
Japan is threatened. 


Thus we have another nationalism seek- 


ing expression, which General AraM as- 
serts "must be propagated over the seven 
seas and extended over the five conti- 
nents." 
Though professing high ideals, 


Japanism carries the threat of force and 
militarism should Japan be opposed in 
her determination to bring order and 
peace to the Orient 


This means nothing but Japanese dom- 


ination, a Japanese dictated peace, im- 
posed by conquest if necessary and en- 
visages the eventual obliteration of all 
occidental hegemony in the Far East

None of the organs or other 


structures contained in the upper 
body cavity (chest) or lower body 
cavity (abdomen) has 
sensation. 


There are no sensory nerves sup- 
plying these organs. The pain you 


you feel in your stomach, 


appendix, colon, heart or lung is 
actually felt in 
the 
intercostal 


nerve, a sensory spinal nerve which 
supplies the skin and muscles of 
the body wall Any pain you feel 
below the diaphragm is bellyache 
proper, for it is actually felt in the 
abdominal walL The internal or- 
gans are entirely without ordinary 
sensation to pain or 
discomfort, 


even the brain. If the abdominal, 
chest or skull wall be anesthetized, 
any necessary operation may be 
done on the organs or on the brain 
•without producing, pain. But never- 
theless the utmost care and gentle- 
ness in handling, these insensible 
structures, especially the avoidance 
of all stretching, tearing or pinch- 
ing of tissues, is essential in any 
such operation, under local or sur- 
face anesthesia as well as in oper- 
ations under general anesthesia, 
lest the patient suffer dangerous or 
fatal shock.

system which presides over all in- 
ternal organs and their functions. 


But that is physiology and patho- 


logy, and before you can learn 
such things you must know a little 
elementary anatomy. Here in the 
interest of better education I must 
deplore once again the failure of 
our common schools to give every 
child a course in human anatomy 
as a necessary foundation for the 
next year's course in physiology 
both subjects being the 
essential preparation for a fair un- 
derstanding of a high school course 
in hygiene. 


Communicating fibers connect 


the sympathetic ganglions or sub- 
stations, which are situated in front 
of the heads of the ribs close to the 
spine, with the spinal nerves, the 
nerves of ordinary tactile and pain 
sensations.

est republic, does not believe that 
Japan intends to aimey his new 
realm. 


He indignantly denied that the 


infant state is a puppet of Japanese 
expansion policy, saying: 
"If Manchoukuo were a bogus 


government or the instrument of 
any foreign country, I "would not 
have accepted the chief magis- 
tracy." Tells State's Genesis 
"This state," he went on, "is the 
spontaneous creation of the Man- 
churian people. They were wearied 
and exhausted by the misrule and 
exnloitation of predatory Chinese 
military leaders, so they decided to 
take advantage of the recent defeat 
of their country's oppressors by the 
Japanese and establish their own 
government" 
There "was complete freedom to 
the interview and Mr. Pu-Yi talked 
at length about the new state. Be- 
sides the chingcheng and the writ- 
er, only a Chinese interpreter was 
present 
The world's youngest chief execu- 


tive—he is 27—presides over an 
area equal to France and Germany 
combined and with a population of 
more thaTi 30,000.000. He receives 
twice as much salary as President 
Hoover and hag a lifetime 5°b— 
provided the new state endures. 
Says Banditry Checked 


He said his government, with the 
assistance 
of the Japanese, had 


checked banditry and given the 
people of Manchuria their first real 
taste of security. 


He predicted that within a few 
years Manchoukuo would 
be 
a 
model state which would be emu- 
lated by other parts of China, and 
which would, by maintenance of 
the open door and fulfilling scrup- 
ulously its international obligations, 
automaticany gain the recognition 
of foreign powers. 
His Excellency envisaged ulti- 
mately a United States of China, 
enjoying genuine peace, unity and 
progress, with Manchoukuo playing 
an influential role therein. 
The interview took place in un- 
pretentious surroundings, in a buil- 
ding on the outskirts of Chang- 
chun, which once was the head- 
quarters of the Chinese salt admin- 
istration and now is used as the 
executive offices. Dressed in white 
flannel trousers, sack coat, soft 
shirt and canvas shoes, the bespec- 
tacled chief executive looked more 
like a college youth than the head 
of a government 


Manchuria No Prize 
The chief executive said that 
when Manchoukuo had demonstrat- 
ed her capacity to exterminate ban- 
ditry and preserve peace, order and 
security the Japanese army would 
be withdrawn. 
"I don't believe for a moment,' 
he said emphatically, "that Japan 
has any intention of annexing Man- 
churia, as part of the outside world 
seems to think. Manchuria, with its 
30,000,009 Chinese and its vast un- 
developed territories, would by 
sheer weight drag Japan down to 
economic ruin. The country would 
prove a second Korea, which is 
more liability than asset to Japan. 
"The Japanese army occupies the 
country today merely to safeguard 
Japan's investments here—valued 
at one binion doUars—and the lives 
of her nationals from hostile Chi- 
nese elements."

800,000 listed as a loan made to it, 
drew attention to a disclosure by 
the report that loans totaling $223,- 
882,599* have been authorized but 
not drawn upon by the borrowers. 
This figure if for the entire period 
since the corporation began func- 
tioning. 


Of the total, banks and trust 
companies were debited with S118,- 
681,310 which they had not found 
it necessary to draw from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
The big California Dank, through 
A. P. Giannini, chairman of the 
board, said that since application 
for the loan was made "conditions 
changed for the better and we de- 
cided we did not need the money.1 


It appeared likely many other 
banks had decided similarly. Of the 
remaining money undrawn, much 
was allotted to railroads which re- 
ceive it only as needed for retire- 
ment of bond issues of expenditures 
for improvements.
